Coca-Cola apologizes 
once again for offending 
an Albertan with promo

Metro in Calgary 

Coca-Cola is facing a splash of 
criticism for once again having 
an “offensive” term printed on 
the cap of a Vitaminwater bot¬ 
tle — only this time the contro¬ 
versy has surfaced in Calgary. 

Thousands lashed out at the 
beverage giant in September 
when Metro was first to report 
that Edmonton-based photog¬ 
rapher Blake Loates had un¬ 
screwed a Vitaminwater cap to 
find the words “YOU RETARD” 
printed on it. Making the mat¬ 
ter worse was that Loates’s 
younger sister had been diag¬ 
nosed with both cerebral palsy 
and autism. 

On Tuesday, Calgary resi¬ 
dent Braeden Rossell popped 
the lid on a lemonade Vitamin¬ 
water to find the words “PON¬ 
DER RETARDS” written on the 
cap. 

Coca-Cola has maintained 
the words were printed by a 
machine as part of a promo¬ 
tion to showcase Canada’s 


multiculturalism by pairing 
an English word with a French 
one on each bottle cap. The 
word “retards” in French im¬ 
plies lateness or a delay. 

But Rossell said the er¬ 
ror shouldn’t have happened 
once, let alone twice. 

“There’s no mention on 
the bottle of this promotional 
thing,” she told Metro Wednes¬ 
day. “So, not knowing of the 
previous stoiy, it’s something 
you’re going to take offence to. 
Even knowing about that now, 
it’s still offensive.” 

Coca-Cola apologized to 
the Loates family after the in¬ 
itial gaffe in September and 
said while it did inspect all the 
bottle caps before shipping, 
they were only reviewed in the 
French context. 

The company maintained 
Wednesday it had destroyed 
any of the caps on Vitamin¬ 
water bottles yet to be sent 
after the Loates family lodged 
a complaint, but spokesperson

Shannon Denny said Coca-Cola 
was always aware more un¬ 
fortunate word combinations 
could surface. 

“The bottle that you’re 
speaking of would be one that 
had already been produced and 
was just in the market from 
that point on,” Denny said in 
an interview Wednesday. 

“Who knows how many 
unfortunate combinations of 
words there maybe out there.... 
We made the actions that we 
did to apologize for that and 
to make a couple of donations 
to recognize we were not able 
to get all of the bottles out of 
market — and some may still 
be out in the market.”

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City budget. 

Heavy snow 
dashes hope 
for budget 
surplus 

Edmontonians’ spirits weren’t 
the only things crushed under 
the weight of heavy snowfalls 
last year — it appears the 
snow also did a number on 
the city’s budget. 

Speaking to councillors 
Wednesday, Loma Rosen, the 
city’s chief financial officer, 
said that a surplus — pro¬ 
jected at $13.1 million — was 
likely now gone. 

“I doubt veiy much there 
is going to be a surplus to talk 
about,” she said. 

Rosen said the $ 50-million 
snowfall budget was look¬ 
ing to be about $19 million 
over-budget. She said while 
all the numbers were still not 
in, overall the city would be 
hard-pressed to finish the year 
without a deficit. 

“We will be skating very 
close to the edge,” she said. 

When the surplus projec¬ 
tion was discussed at council 
last November, Coun. Amar- 
jeet Sohi had proposed using 
the money for a grind-and-fill 
program to repair pothole- 
damaged streets, but given 
the financial situation he with¬ 
drew that motion at council’s 
meeting on Wednesday. 

Mayor Don Iveson said it’s 
clear the surplus the city had 
hoped for was likely gone, but 
he is hopeful other areas of 
the budget will balance that 
out. “The snow coverage has 
gobbled that up and more, but 
there may be other savings.” 

Rosen stressed all of the 
numbers were still prelimin- 
aiy and also noted any surplus 
or deficit would be veiy small 
in the big picture of the city’s 
$2-billion budget.

The city’s plan to bring its 
staff together in a new office 
will have some impact on the 
local market, but it will be up 
to landlords to make the best 
of it. 

After asking for expres¬ 
sions of interest last year, the 
city is rumoured to be close to 
announcing a successful bid¬ 
der for 350,000 square feet of 
space. 

Cory Wosnaclc, a principal 
with commercial real estate 
firm Avison Young, said when 
EPCOR moved into its new 
tower, the company’s former 
landlord chose to invest in up¬ 
grading their old space. 

“They decided to go about 
a strategy of investing into 
the development to make it 
more modern, make it more 
current and more relevant for 
new tenants moving into the 
property,” he said. 

Wosnaclc said some of the 
city’s current landlords will be 
faced with the same question. 

“It’s going to be interesting 
to see what those landlords 
will do for strategy,” he said. 

Wosnaclc said he under¬ 
stands completely why the

city wants to consolidate its 
staff. He said a lot of compan¬ 
ies are also realizing that com¬ 
peting for labour means pro¬ 
viding a good space for people 
to work in. 

Jim Taylor, executive direc¬ 
tor of the Downtown Business 
Association, said the city’s 
new potential tower is good 
news and part of a veiy en¬ 
couraging climate. 


“We could, in 2014, see as 
many as three new highrises 
under construction and that’s 
the first time since the early 
1970s or 1960s that has hap¬ 
pened,” he said. 

Taylor said office towers 
losing the city as a tenant will 
have to adapt, but he’s excited 
for the future. 

“One of my key interests in 
downtown is to see rapid re¬ 


vitalization, and new buildings 
downtown is veiy exciting.”

Alberta Health Services is 
changing the way it meas¬ 
ures its own performance, 
in a move administrators say 
will bring its reporting in line 
with national standards but 
critics say is merely moving 
its targets after years of fail¬ 
ing to hit them. 

In the past, AHS published 
quarterly reports with dozens 
of performance measures, 
but the last one came out in 
June 2013. 

AHS official administrator 
Dr. John Cowell said Wednes¬ 
day the next set of data won’t 
be released until July and that 
report will only include 16 
measures, many of which will 
be calculated differently, too. 

For example, AHS used 
to measure how many in¬ 
patients were admitted from 
the ER within eight hours,

with a target of 75 per cent. 
The actual result in 2012-13 
at the 16 busiest ERs was just 
45 per cent. 

Now, AHS will instead 
measure the median time of 
admission from the ER, with 
a target of 8.5 hours. 

The actual performance 
was 8.7 hours at those same 
16 sites. 

“This is not reporting in a 
different way to look better,” 
Cowell said. “We’re reporting 
in a different way because, 
after extensive consultation 
... we had to choose a meas¬ 
ure that was comparable and 
acceptable.” 

Wildrose seniors critic 
Keriy Towle, however, called 
the changes “disgusting” and 
“mind-boggling.” 

“Why are they tiying to 
water down all of the per¬ 
formance benchmarks, other 
than they’re not able to meet 
the performance bench¬ 
marks?” she said.

Police have launched a crim¬ 
inal investigation following 
a house fire Tuesday night 
that burned down one west- 
end home and damaged two 
others. 

Crews were called at ap¬ 
proximately 6 p.m. Tues¬ 
day night by neighbours 
of a house under construc¬ 
tion near 98 Avenue and 
154 Street, said fire services 
spokesperson Laura Ruddock. 

After arriving on scene 
and assessing the fire, an

additional crew was called 
— bringing a total of 50 fire¬ 
fighters to battle the blaze. 

Six residents were forced 
to evacuate one of the houses 


affected by the fire, while 
the home where the blaze 
originated collapsed. No one 
was living in the house at the 
time. 

“At this time our fire inves¬ 
tigators have completed the 
report and have determined 
the cause of the fire was de¬ 
liberately set,” Ruddock said. 
“There would have been 
some evidence to point us in 
that direction in order for the 
investigators to make an edu¬ 
cated call on that.” 


Louise Young, who lives 
across the street from the 
houses affected by the fire, 
called the experience gut- 
wrenching to see. 

“First of all, the fire being 
so huge,” Young said, “ft was 
so scaiy. You worry about ex¬ 
plosion and sparks and the 
fire spreading.” 

An EPS spokesperson said 
the fire is being investigated 
as arson, but it is unclear 
what was used to start the

Breast is best for 
feeding babies 


One pump can change 
lives. Co-ordinator 
of breast milk bank 
says 'you can see the 
difference in the babies’ 


At more than $4 an ounce, 
breast milk may be considered 
a pricey drink, but for pree- 
mies at Grey Nun Hospital, the 
health benefits are priceless. 

Mothers like Brooke Grieve, 
who recently gave birth to 


premature twins, said the op¬ 
tion to give new babies breast 
milk collected through a milk 
bank rather than formula a no- 
brainer. 

“I would much rather pre¬ 
fer my children be on breast 
milk rather than formula,” 
said Grieve, whose children 
received breast milk from the 
Alberta Breast Milk Bank until 
her own milk came in. “We 
went with donor milk for four 
or five days.” 

Just shy of two years old, 
the hospital’s breast milk bank 


has made a huge difference in 
the early lives of premature 
babies, said bank co-ordinator 
Sheri McKenzie. 

“You can see the difference 
in the babies,” said McKenzie 
about the infants who received 
milk from the bank. “The 
tubes are not staying in as 
long, the discharge is quicker 
and they’re not in hospital as 
long. 

“There is definite return 
on investment with this,” she 
said. 

Fiona Dong is one of Al¬ 


berta’s 150 breast milk donors, 
and said she was motivated to 
give her breast milk after she 
saw her friend’s struggle. 

“My best friend gave birth 
in September and her daugh¬ 
ter was in (NICU) for a bit,” 
Dong explained. “She wasn’t 
able to produce milk and the 
doctor told her it’s best to have 
mother’s breast milk.” 

After giving birth in Nov¬ 
ember, Dong now feeds her 
newborn son as well as pump¬ 
ing milk for the milk bank.

A woman who tossed three 
of her newborns into the gar¬ 
bage has been given 18 more 
months in jail and faces 
three years of probation. 

Meredith Borowiec, 32, 
gave birth in 2008 and 2009, 
but the babies’ bodies have 


never been found. A third 
child bom in 2010 survived 
when the baby’s father un¬ 
knowingly helped pull the in¬ 
fant out of a neighbourhood 
trash bin in Calgary after a 
passerby heard cries. 

Borowiec was convicted 
on two counts of infanticide 
and one count of aggravated 
assault. “You’ve shocked 
the community and you’ve 
shamed yourself. This is a ter¬ 
rible case,” said Justice Peter 
McIntyre, the Canadian press

Three inmates have been 
charged in connection to 
a Christmas Eve murder 
at the Edmonton Remand 
Centre.

after the fact to murder.

Proposal relying on 
government support

The proposed community rink 
in the new downtown arena 
complex is still without com¬ 
mitted funding and at least one 
city councillor is concerned it 
isn’t coming. 

The $21-million facility is 
part of the arena complex and 
the city has proposed it would 
be paid for with $7 million each 
from the city, the province and 
the federal government. 

As well as housing commun¬ 
ity teams and hockey teams 
from Grant MacEwan, the rink 
is proposed as an occasional 
practice facility for the Oilers. 

Coun. Mike Nickel told 
fellow councillors that he has 
heard from other politicians 
that they don’t want to support 
a professional sports team. 


“My conversations with vari¬ 
ous (members of parliament) 
and other types has been veiy 
clear,” he said. 

Nickel said they want assur¬ 
ances that the community will 
come first in the project. 

“They are looking for some 
sort of plan or some sort of 
guarantee,” he said. 

Mayor Don Iveson said this 
shouldn’t be a major issue, be¬ 
cause any time the Oilers do 
use the community rink they 
will have to pay for it. 

“The Oilers would be paying 
market rents, no subsidy what¬ 
soever, so that shouldn’t be an 
issue,” he said. 

Coun. Scott McKeen, who 
represents the area, said the 
community rink is important 
for making downtown more 
vibrant. 

“There are not a lot of re¬ 
creation facilities in the area, 
so this to me represents a great 
opportunity,” he said. 

Making the core of the city 
more attractive to families is 
critical to curbing urban sprawl, 
said McKeen, adding this is just 
one way to help meet that goal.

It takes on average seven to 10 days 
for herbs to grow in the school’s Urban 
Cultivator. 


With a growing trend of 
eating local and organic foods, 
students at the school are learn¬ 
ing to embrace new technology 
and diet trends in the class¬ 
room early in their training. 

“We’re learning to look at 
the big nutritional things and 
tiy to get used to eveiybody’s 
diet. In my class today ... we’re 
learning lentils, peas and beets 
just to get used to different 
diets like celiac disease,” said 
Kayla Miles, first-year culinaiy 
student. 

Curriculum changes over 
the last few years are accom¬ 
modating the eating-local 
awareness with consumers by 
discussing topics such as using 
local products where possible 
to incorporating organic food 
practices. 

“When we talk about sus¬ 
tainability of food ... this is 
something future chefs are 
going to be faced with so they 
have to be able to use technol¬ 
ogy to supplement the lack 
of farmland, use of pesticides 
and so forth,” said Hong Chew, 
NATT Culinaiy Arts instructor.

Desperate situation. 
Family appeals to 
Ottawa for help 


The family of an Egyptian- 
Canadian journalist impris¬ 
oned in Cairo issued an ur¬ 
gent appeal for Ottawa’s help 
Wednesday, as they learned 
the man had abruptly been 
charged with being a mem¬ 
ber of a terrorist group. 

Mohamed Fahmy was 
among 20 employees of sat¬ 
ellite news broadcaster A1 
Jazeera who were charged 
with several offences in 
what’s believed to be the first 
time Egypt has referred jour¬ 
nalists to trial for terrorism. 

Fahmy was charged with 
using illegal equipment, 
broadcasting false news that 
endangered national security 
and being a member of the 
Muslim Brotherhood, a group 
Egypt’s militaiy-led govern¬ 
ment has branded a terrorist 


organization, his family said. 

“It’s become a very desper¬ 
ate situation,” Fahmy’s broth¬ 
er Adel told The Canadian 
Press. 

“We are very proud Can¬ 
adian citizens. We became 
Canadian citizens because we 
know that Canada is the most 
decent country and always 
protects its people. We need 
the Canadian government to 
save my brother.” 

Mohamed Fahmy and his 
two colleagues — Australian 
Peter Greste and Egyptian Ba- 
her Mohamed — were taken 
into custody on Dec. 29 at a 
hotel room in Cairo where 
they were working after au¬ 
thorities raided the offices of 
A1 Jazeera English. 

Egyptian authorities 
characterized the arrest as 
part of a crackdown on the 
Muslim Brotherhood, and 
depicted A1 Jazeera as being 
biased towards former Islam¬ 
ist president Mohammed 
Morsi — who was ousted by

the military in July — and his 
Muslim Brotherhood-led sup¬ 
porters.

The customer would then 
drive to the window, hand over 
the money and get a Happy 
Meal box containing heroin in 


exchange, Manlco said.

Dennis denied 
wrongdoing to reporters as she 
was led away in handcuffs. 

Authorities said they found 
10 bags of heroin in a Happy 
Meal box and recovered an¬ 
other 50 bags from the suspect.

Nine days before the opening 
ceremony, organizing com¬ 
mittee chief Dmitry Cher¬ 


nyshenko said Wednesday 
that Sochi is “fully ready” and 
will deliver safe, friendly and 
well-run Games that defy the 
grim reports that have over¬ 
shadowed preparations. 

“History will be made,” he 
said of Russia’s first Winter 
Games. 

With Sochi facing threats 
of terrorist attacks from in¬ 
surgents from the North Cau¬

and promised that tight secur¬ 
ity measures will not detract 
from the atmosphere of the 
Games. 

Russia is deploying more 
than 50,000 police and soldiers 
to guard the Olympics.

I’m with stupid. Scientists 
find human DNA contains 
Neanderthal genetics 
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Next time you call someone a 
Neanderthal, better look in a 
mirror. Many of the genes that 
help determine most people’s 
skin and hair are more Nean¬ 
derthal than not, according to 
two new studies that look at 
the DNA fossils hidden in the 
modem human genome. 

About 50,000 years ago, 
modem-day humans migrated 
out of Africa north to Europe 
and East Asia and met up with 
furrow-browed Neanderthals 
that had been in the colder cli¬ 
mates for more than 100,000 
years. Some mated, and then 
the Neanderthals died off as a 
species. 

Scientists isolated the parts 
of the modem human genetic 
blueprint that still contain Ne¬ 
anderthal remnants. Overall, 
it’s barely more than one per 
cent, said two studies released 
Wednesday in the journals Na¬ 
ture and Science. 

However, in some places, 
such as the DNA related to the 
skin, the genetic instructions 
are as much as 70 per cent Ne¬ 
anderthal and in other places 
there’s virtually nothing from 
the species that’s often por¬ 
trayed as brutish cavemen. 

The difference between 
where Neanderthal DNA is 



plentiful and where it’s absent 
may help scientists understand 
what in our genome “makes 
humans human,” said Univer¬ 
sity of Washington genome sci¬ 
entist Joshua Alcey, lead author 
of the paper in Science. 

Alcey said one of the most 
interesting parts in compar¬ 
ing human and Neanderthal 
genomes is where we don’t see 
any caveman influence, such 
as in areas connected to genes 
that determine speech and 
communication. This fits with 
theories that lack of communi¬ 
cation skills hurt Neanderthals 
and speech ability was a dis¬ 
tinctly human advantage, he

Researchers turn 
ordinary mice cells 
into stem cells 

A simple lab treatment can 
turn ordinaiy cells from mice 
into stem cells, according to a 
surprising study that hints at 
a possible new way to grow 
tissue for treating illnesses 
like diabetes and Parkinson’s 
disease. 

Researchers in Boston 
and Japan exposed cells from 
spleens of newborn mice to 
a more acidic environment 
than they’re used to. In lab 


tests, that turned them into 
stem cells, showing enough 
versatility to produce the tis¬ 
sues of a mouse embiyo, for 
example. 

“It’s veiy simple to do. 

I think you could do this 
actually in a college lab,” said 
Dr. Charles Vacanti, an au¬ 
thor of two papers published 
online Wednesday by the 
journal Nature. 

Scientists hope that by 
making stem cells from the 
patient, they can get around 
the problem of transplant 
rejection.

After the initial shock 
wore off, the senators 
emerged from a meeting de¬ 
claring that they’d been “set 
free” and praising Trudeau 
for his bold move. They im¬

can no longer designate 
themselves as “Liberal” sen¬ 
ators. And they went further 
off script by suggesting the 
move actually won’t change 
much in the upper house. 

The confusion allowed 
Stephen Harper to slough off 
Trudeau’s challenge to fol¬ 
low the Liberal lead and sim¬ 
ilarly cut loose the 57 Con¬ 
servative senators. “I gather 
the change announced by 
the leader today is that un¬ 
elected Liberal senators will 
become unelected senators 
who happen to be Liberal,” 
Harper scoffed. 

NDP Leader Tom Mulcair 
noted that Trudeau voted 
against an NDP motion last 
October which called on 
both the Liberals and Con¬ 
servatives to cut their sen¬ 
ators loose.

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Ford sued over alleged 
link to prison assault 


Statement of claim. 

Ex-boyfriend of Ford’s 
sister says he was beaten 
in jail to keep him silent 
about Toronto mayor’s 
‘unsavoury activities’ 


Toronto Mayor Rob Ford is be¬ 
ing sued by his sister’s ex-boy¬ 
friend, who alleges Ford con¬ 
spired to have him attacked in 
jail to prevent his illicit behav¬ 
iours from becoming public. 

Scott MacIntyre alleges in 
the statement of claim filed 
Wednesday that the mayor ar¬ 
ranged for jail staff to facilitate 
the beating. Video surveillance 
in the area had been “inexplic¬ 
ably disabled” before the attack 
and the guards stationed to 
watch the area didn’t come to 
his aid, MacIntyre alleges. 

MacIntyre went to jail in 
2012 after being charged with 
threatening the mayor, for say¬ 
ing he would expose his “un- 
savouiy activities,” MacIntyre 



says in his statement of claim. 

It was there in March 2012 
that he was brutally beaten, 
more than a year before reports 
on the existence of a video ap¬ 
pearing to show the mayor 
smoking crack cocaine. 

“Ford’s drug and alcohol 
abuse, and his association with 
criminals to facilitate his drug 
abuse ... are long-standing,” 
MacIntyre writes in his state¬ 
ment of claim. “Ford was anx¬ 
ious that these matters should 
remain undiscovered.” 


The allegations are “without 
fact or foundation,” Ford’s law¬ 
yer Dennis Morris said. 

MacIntyre alleges Ford 
conspired with Payman 
Aboodowleh, who coached 
high school football with Ford, 
to have one of their former 
players, who was also in jail at 
the time, attack him. 

The former player, Aedan 
Petros, was among various in¬ 
mates who told MacIntyre to 
“keep his mouth shut,” once 
he was sent to jail, MacIntyre 
alleges. 

The suit also names On¬ 
tario’s Ministry of Correctional 
Services, which is respon¬ 
sible for the province’s jails, 
Aboodowleh and Petros. 

MacIntyre is seeking 
$1 milfion in damages from 
all of the defendants, plus 
$100,000 from each of them for 
aggravated, punitive and penal 
damages. He is also seeking an¬ 
other $100,000 from the min¬ 
istry, who he alleges breached 
his charter right to life, liberty 
and security of the person.

Mexico. Report blames 
shrinking food supply, 
genetically modified 
crops as catalysts for 
drop in numbers 


The stunning and little-under- 
stood annual migration of mil¬ 
lions of monarch butterflies 
to spend the winter in Mexico 
is in danger of disappearing, 
experts said Wednesday, after 
numbers dropped to their low¬ 
est level since record-keeping 
began in 1993. 

Their report blamed the dis¬ 
placement of the milkweed the 
species feeds on, on genetic¬ 
ally modified crops and urban 
sprawl in the United States, 
extreme weather trends and 
the dramatic reduction of the 
butterflies’ habitat in Mexico 
due to illegal logging of the 
trees they depend on for shel¬ 
ter. 

After steep and steady de¬ 
clines in the previous three 
years, the blaclc-and-orange 
butterflies now cover only 
0.67 hectares in the pine and 
fir forests west of Mexico City, 


compared to 1.19 hectares last 
year, said the report released by 
the World Wildlife Fund, Mex¬ 
ico’s Environment Department 
and the Natural Protected Areas 
Commission. They covered 
more than 18 hectares at their 
recorded peak in 1996. 

Because the butterflies 
clump together by the thou¬ 
sands in trees, they are counted 
by the area they cover. 

While the monarch is not 
in danger of extinction, the de¬ 
cline in their population now 
marks a statistical long-term 
trend and can no longer be 
seen as a combination of yearly 
or seasonal events, experts said. 

The announcement fol¬ 
lowed on the heels of the 
20th anniversaiy of the North 
American Free Trade Agree¬ 
ment, which saw the United 
States, Mexico and Canada sign 
environmental accords to pro¬ 
tect migratoiy species such as 
the monarch. At the time, the 
butterfly was adopted as the 
symbol of trilateral co-oper¬ 
ation. 

“Twenty years after the sign¬ 
ing of NAFTA, the monarch 
migration, the symbol of the 
three countries’ co-operation, is 


at serious risk of disappearing,” 
said Omar Vidal, the World 
Wildlife Fund director in Mex¬ 
ico. 

Lincoln Brower, a leading 
entomologist at Sweet Briar 
College in Virginia, wrote that 
“the migration is definitely 
proving to be an endangered 
biological phenomenon.” 

“The main culprit,” he wrote 
in an email, is now genetically 
modified “herbicide-resistant 
com and soybean crops and 
herbicides in the USA,” which 
“leads to the wholesale killing 
of the monarch’s principal food 
plant, common milkweed.” 

While Mexico has made 
headway in reducing logging in 
the officially protected winter 
reserve, that alone cannot save 
the migration, wrote Karen 
Oberhauser, a professor at the 
University of Minnesota. 

She noted that studies indi¬ 
cate that the U.S. Midwest is 
where most of the butterflies 
migrate from. 

Extreme weather — severe 
cold snaps, unusually heavy 
rains or droughts in all three 
countries — have also appar¬ 
ently played a role in the de¬ 
cline.

Michigan. Raulie 
Casteel convicted of 
terrorism, assault 


A man who spread fear across 
Michigan state by firing at 
about two dozen vehicles near 
a busy highway was convicted 
of terrorism Wednesday as a 
juiy rejected his claim that the 
shootings were the impulsive 
result of wild, uncontrolled de¬ 
lusions and paranoia. 

The juiy deliberated over 
two days before returning a ver¬ 
dict against Raulie Casteel, 44, 
who faces up to life in prison 
when he returns to court on 
March 3. 

Testifying in his own de-

fence, Casteel admitted that 
he repeatedly fired his gun at 
vehicles in four counties near a 
busy highway between Lansing 
and Detroit, over a three-day 
period in October 2012. 

No one was hurt, but the 
hunt for a gunman dominated 
headlines for days, persuad¬ 
ing travellers to change their 


habits and even forcing many 
schools to keep children inside 
at recess. 

Casteel, a geologist, told 
jurors Monday that he was 
consumed with anxiety while 
in traffic, most likely from un¬ 
diagnosed delusions. He said he 
believed drivers were part of a 
government conspiracy against 
him. 

In a separate but related 
case, Casteel is due in court 
on Tuesday to be sentenced 
for shootings that occurred in 
another county. He pleaded no 
contest but mentally ill to as¬ 
sault and firearms charges last 
year and faces up to 12 years in 
prison. 

No terrorism charge was 
filed by the county prosecutor

Target plans on opening nine 
more stores in Canada this 
year. 

The U.S.-based retailer 
said Wednesday it will open 
two locations in Mississauga, 
Ont., and one store each in 
Toronto, Ottawa and Barrie, 
Ont. 

Stores will also be added 
in Edmonton, Victoria, Win¬ 
nipeg and Candiac, Que. 

Five of the locations will 
be in former Zellers loca¬ 
tions, while the others will 
be newly constructed stores. 

By the end of the year. 
Target said it will have a total 
of 133 locations in Canada. 

The retailer has faced 
high expansion costs and 
disappointing sales since its 
highly anticipated arrival in 
Canada last year as shoppers 
complained about near-emp¬ 
ty shelves and notably high¬ 
er prices than at U.S. Target 
stores. 

Last week, the retailer 


said it would offer some of its 
Canadian customers a year of 
free credit monitoring after 
a massive security breach at 
its U.S. stores put confiden¬ 
tial details into the hands of 
thieves. 

Target emailed customers 
saying it believed their infor¬ 
mation may have been taken 
if they visited U.S. Target 
stores between Nov. 27 and 
Dec. 15. 

Target said an investi¬ 
gation found the personal 
information could have in¬ 
cluded the names, addresses, 
emails and phone numbers 
of some Canadians. 


Unlike affected U.S. cus¬ 
tomers, who had payment 
data from their debit and 
credit cards taken, the Can¬ 
adian information is limited 
to contact information, ac¬ 
cording to the company. 

Target has said the num¬ 
ber of Canadians affected is 
estimated to be “well under” 
one per cent of the total, 
which represents less than 
700,000 customers. 

On Wednesday, the U.S. 
Justice Department an¬ 
nounced it plans on tracking 
down the hackers involved 
in the Target data breach.

Struggling 
retailer cuts 
more staff 

Sears Canada Inc. has an¬ 
nounced a round of layoffs for 
the second time this month, 
eliminating 624 workers. 

The struggling company 
said Wednesday most of the 
reductions will be in middle 
management at Sears depart¬ 
ment stores, affecting an 
average of five employees per 
location. Sears Canada said in 
a release. 

The company also said it 
will rework its regional and 
head office structure to reflect 
the latest changes and to align 
it with the smaller business. 

Two weeks ago Sears 
Canada said about 1,600 
positions would be affected as 
it moved ahead with plans to 
shutter its three Canadian call 
centres and reduce staff at its 
warehouses. 

Sears Canada is trying to 
reduce costs and improve its 
overall business as part of a 
three-year turnaround plan. 
Last year, the company made a 
similar round of cuts that has 
lowered its overall employee 
count to around 20,000 people. 

“The changes we are mak¬ 
ing in stores will not affect the 
number of front-line associates, 
and service to our custom¬ 
ers will not be impacted,” 
president and CEO Doug 
Campbell said in a release.

Writing in the Toronto Inter¬ 
national Film Festival program 
book, Steve Gravestoclc said 
Rhymes for Young Ghouls 
plays, “as if an S.E. Hinton novel 
were re-imagined as a right¬ 
eously furious, surreal thriller.” 

The self-assured debut fea¬ 
ture from director Jeff Bamaby 
is the stoiy of Aila (Deveiy Ja¬ 
cobs), a Mi’kmaq teen who is 
guided by the spirits of her de¬ 
parted mother and brother to 
exact revenge against a vicious 
Indian Agent named Popper 
after she is thrown into the re¬ 
serve’s residential school. 

“I think the idea behind 
what we were doing was to 
show the enormity of what 
went on,” says Barnaby. “You 
do want to shock people but 
not with the content of the 
film but with the idea that the 
content of the film actually 
happened. Most of the re¬ 


views have been astoundingly 
positive but the couple of bad 
ones that we’ve gotten have 
complained about the Popper 
role, and how over the top it is 
and how he is like this mous¬ 
tache twisting villain, but if 
you know the histoiy, these 
guys had to have existed. 

“I suppose you could be 
polite about saying, ‘You can’t 
leave the reserve and you can’t 
go find work and you have to 
live in this poverty, and by the 
way, you have to give us your 
kids.’ I’m sure there was an 
Indian Agent or truant officer 
somewhere who was really 
cool about it but at the end of 
the day these are the acts of evil 
men.” 

It’s a pop culture savvy 
movie; a work Bamaby calls “a 
cinephile’s film.” A pop culture 
sponge himself, he says years of 
influences came together in the 
making of Rhymes for Young 
Ghouls. 

“I grew up being saturated 
in eveiything, comic books, 
books,” he says. “My stepmom 
was going to university at the 
time so she was bringing home 
all these great books, like Eng¬ 


lish poetry, T.S. Eliot and Robert 
Frost, so I began to appreciate 
art at a veiy early age.” 

Near the top of the influ¬ 
ence list are Batman and Conan 
the Barbarian. 

“They are both anti-heroes 
but they share this idea of not 
being above physical violence 
in order to rectify a situation,” 
he says. “They both lost their 
parents, they’re both vigi¬ 
lantes particularly with Conan 
we follow the stoiyline of the 
first Schwarzenegger movie— 
a religious cult comes along 
and destroys his family and he 
goes searching for them and 
destroys the cult. That is more 
or less the model we used for 
Rhymes although veiy loosely, 
in the way Scorsese says he 
used The Searchers for Taxi 
Driver.” 

He also cites Scott Hamp¬ 
ton’s The Upturned Stone, 
Dashiell Hammett’s Red Har¬ 
vest and Chuck Palahniulc’s 
Fight Club but adds the influ¬ 
ences go “through all these fil¬ 
ters and by the time it hits the 
screen what you are trying to 
emulate has turned into some¬ 
thing completely different.”

who can play broken people, 
but she does it without judg¬ 
ing them.

Though playing a mother 
in movies often means being 
relegated to the outskirts of 
the drama, Winslet’s char¬ 
acters have had lives that 
aren’t defined solely by chil¬ 
dren, but remain passionate, 
complicated individuals. 

But the HBO miniseries 
Mildred Pierce was Winslet’s 
greatest examination of 
motherhood. She played 
a striving, Depression-era 
woman separated from her 
husband and heartbroken 
by a spoiled teenager daugh¬ 
ter. 

“That film kind of almost 
saved my life,” says Winslet, 
“ft came along at a time 
when I was going through 
my divorce with Sam. Any¬ 
one who’s been through di¬ 
vorce will know that every 
day is really hard. There 
were days on Mildred where 
I would just think, ‘I actual¬ 
ly don’t know how I’m go¬

ing to get through this day.’ 
Somehow, I think, because 
the character I was playing 
was actually my life, it was 
almost like therapy.” 

Winslet’s acting, though, 
has been fueled by being an 
outlet from her more hum¬ 
ble day-to-day life. 

“As an adult and a parent, 
when I’m not acting, I’m not 
acting,” says Winslet. “I’m 
being a parent and I’m on 
the school run and I’m sew¬ 
ing labels onto socks. That’s 
what I’m doing. So when I 
do it, it’s just such a treat. 
It’s such a privilege and such 
a pleasure. It’s almost like 
my time. It’s the one thing 
I do that’s marked for me.” 

For her previous chil¬ 
dren, Winslet largely 
cleared out her schedule en¬ 
tirely, deciding when to dive 
back to work after birth. 
Now, though, she says she 
has to carefully plan every 
film far in advance, sched¬ 
uling around her kids. Also, 
the Titanic star adds, “I can’t 
leave it perhaps as much to 
chance as I was able to in 
my 20s when I was, I think, 
much louder and exploding 
in so many ways.” 

She has several films 
upcoming, including the 
anticipated young-adult dys¬ 
topian adventure Divergent 
(she plays the villain) and 
the Alan Rickman-directed 
A Little Chaos, about a pair 
of landscape gardeners who 
compete to create a fountain 
at Versailles. With family 
life making her particularly 
selective, she says she’s es¬ 
pecially motivated to avoid 
anything “workaday”: “I 
never want to have that feel¬ 
ing,” she says. 

“For me, the stakes get 
higher because I do so lit¬ 
tle,” says Winslet. “I do abso¬ 
lutely want to feel absolute¬ 
ly stretched and pulled and 
chewed and spat out and 
trodden on — all of those 
things. It’s my big burst of 
creativity and I want to be 
able to make the most of 
those moments.”

Before a reporter has bare¬ 
ly entered the room, Kate 
Winslet has defused any for¬ 
mality.

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Pitching the procedural for dark drama 



19-2. Montreal-based 
police drama was 
a smash hit in its 
original French form 


Helming a TV show based on 
an established hit brings with 
it certain pressures, admits 
veteran actor Adrian Holmes. 

But the star of Bravo’s 
new cop drama 19-2 says he’s 
eager to introduce anglo¬ 
phone audiences to the gritty 
world of Montreal beat cops 
grappling with issues on-and- 
off the job. 

His new hour-long venture 
is an English-language re¬ 
make of the Quebec series of 
the same name, and Holmes 
says pains were taken to 
maintain the unique sensibil¬ 
ities that made the French- 
language version a smash. 

That means refraining 
from typical police proced¬ 
ural formulas that revolve 
around a crime-of-the week, 
and focusing instead on a 
slow-burning, character-driv¬ 
en saga where conflicts ex¬ 
plode from the unexpected. 


“It’s not just about the 
calls that they get sent out 
on, they’re battling with their 
issues that they go through 
on their day-to-day as well as 
the calls,” Holmes says in a re¬ 


cent interview from Vancou¬ 
ver, where he was working on 
his other regular shows, the 
sci-fi series Continuum and 
the vigilante drama Arrow. 

“Eveiy episode is (about):

And have they 
grown and evolved through 
all their stuff?”

to clashes ranging from 
deadly showdowns to bitter 
office politics, an approach 
that he says makes room 
for silences and simple ban¬ 
ter, and “a real-life kind of 
energy.” 

Holmes stars as battle- 
scarred patrol officer Nick 
Barron, who has just re¬ 
turned from a three-month 
leave after witnessing the 
brutal shooting of his part¬ 
ner. Whether he’s actually 
ready to return to the job is 
up for debate. 

“He wants to do the right 
thing, he really means well, 
he’s got such a great heart but 
because of his upbringing he 
didn’t have all the tools that 
he needed to ... handle the 
obstacles that were thrown 
at him,” Holmes says of the 
volatile Nick. 

“To be able to play a char¬ 
acter like that is just a real 


treat and a great workout for 
an actor.” 

The day Nick returns, 
he’s partnered with Ben 
Chartier, a by-the-boolcs 
smalltown cop who has 
just moved to the big city. 
It doesn’t take long for 
the decorated newcomer, 
played by Jared Keeso, to 
inadvertently find himself 
in hot water with superiors, 
co-workers and suspects. 

Keeso says he knew the 
series was special the mo¬ 
ment he read the script and 
discovered how dark it was 
willing to go. 

“I thought that it was 
something that you don’t 
really see a lot of on Canadian 
TV,” Keeso says of the myriad 
minefields each cop must ne¬ 
gotiate while patrolling the 
downtown’s 19th district, in 
cruiser No. 2. 

“It’s one of those shows 
(where) you get into the pock¬ 
et and then you stay there. In 
trying to capture the truth of 
the job we don’t offer a wink 
and nudge to the audience, 
we get into that dark place 
and we stay there.”

“Compared to fries, when 
hand-dipped and made to or¬ 
der, onion rings are difficult for 
a restaurant to manage well,” 
writes David Ort in The Can¬ 
adian Craft Beer Cookbook. “I’ll 
be honest that these aren’t an 
eveiyday recipe for me, but if 
you’re going to indulge, make 
sure you do it right. 

“Surrounding hot slices of 
onion, the banana, orange and 
clove flavours in the witbier 
will brighten and concentrate. 
I use red onion for this recipe 
because I’m a bit of an oddball. 
Spanish onions are more trad¬ 
itional and are a good choice if 
you can’t find a big enough (no¬ 
ticeably larger than your fist) 
red onion.” 

1. Lay out two cookie sheets 
and place a wire rack on each. 
This rig will work both for let¬ 
ting excess batter drip away 
and to cool the rings once they 
come out of the hot oil. 

2. Set a Dutch oven over 
medium heat and fill with 2 
inches (5 cm) of oil. Heat the oil 
to 375 F (190 C). 

3. Pour the cold beer into a 
medium mixing bowl. Use a 
fine-mesh strainer to sift the 
flours into the beer. Add bak¬ 
ing powder and salt, and mix to 
combine, but be careful not to 
overmix. Put slices of onion in 


a resealable bag or lidded con¬ 
tainer with the 2 tablespoons 
(30 ml) of rice flour and shake 
to coat the onion lightly. 

4. Use tongs or chopsticks 
to transfer onion pieces from 


flour to batter and then to the 
racks set over the cookie sheets, 
where excess batter can drop 
off. 

5. Carefully transfer the bat¬ 
tered rings to the hot oil and 


continue to monitor the oil’s 
temperature. Work in batches 
that are small enough to not 
crowd the pan. Cook for 2 to 
3 minutes a side or until rings 
are deep golden brown. Hold 
cooked rings on a clean wire 


rack while you fiy subsequent 
batches. Season the rings with 
fine sea salt immediately after 
they come out of the hot oil.

“This cocktail comes with an 
amusing back stoiy,” writes 
David Ort in The Canadian 
Craft Beer Cookbook. “In 1922 
the owner of a country pub out¬ 
side of Munich is overrun with 
a crowd of ‘bikers’ so large that 
he worries he’ll run out of pils¬ 
ner. Thinking quickly, he cuts 
the beer with sparkling lemon¬ 
ade and eveiyone goes home 
happy. 

“Great yam, but the drink 
was probably invented by 1912 
and ‘radler’ is German for cyc¬ 
list. Some sources allow the use 
of lemon-lime soda like 7UP or 
Sprite, but I really think it pays 
to find a sparkling lemonade 
that isn’t quite as sweet. Mak¬

THE PURSUIT OF PERFECTION. 
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Slalom. Water? Snow? 
Mielzynski can ski on it 


Canada’s Erin Mielzynski loves 
being on skis — either on 
water or the slopes. 

She’s in her seventh year 
on the national alpine team 
but part of her foundation 
in the sport was built during 
her younger days when she’d 
water-ski on the lake at her 
family cottage. 

“That’s what we did five 
times a day, eveiy day of the 
summer,” the Guelph, Ont., na¬ 
tive said. “That’s what I loved 
doing. I was more trained as a 
water-skier.” 

It was on the water where 
Mielzynski developed the 
“twitch muscles” that have 
served her so well on snow. 
She would often focus on trick 
skiing and try to squeeze in as 
many moves as possible in a 
20-second run. 

That training helped her 
when she made the full-time 
transition to skiing on snow. 

“Slalom is a veiy fast twitch, 
you do more than a gate a 
second and that’s I think why 
I started to excel,” she said in 
a recent interview. “I can find 
the rhythm of a course and cre¬ 
ate the power that’s needed in 
that quick second.” 

Mielzynski skied the slopes 
of Georgian Peaks as a young¬ 
ster, not far from her current 
hometown of Collingwood, 
Ont. She tried all the alpine 
disciplines in her formative 
years but really excelled at 
slalom. 

“People noticed more tal¬ 
ent there I think, more nat¬ 
ural talent,” she said. “So that’s 



what I focused on. Now I’ll 
bridge back out to what I was 
doing before too. I’ll use what 
I’ve learned in my slalom to 
get better in the other events. 
That’s how I made the team 
and so we stuck with that for 
a few years.” 

Mielzynski, now 23, water- 
skied at an elite level as a 
teenager. She competed in the 
junior world championships 
in 2006 and won silver in the 
jump competition. 

Two years later, she got 
word that she had made the 
national alpine ski team. 

“So I made the switch over 
and I gave (water-skiing) up 
cold turkey.” 

Mielzynski made her World 
Cup debut in the 2009-10 sea¬ 
son and made the Olympic ros¬ 
ter for the Vancouver Games. 
She feels the experience that
